corporation (the "Corporation 7 ^ hereby adopts and establishes these Amended and Restated 
Articles of Incorpor a tion, winch shall, pursuant to the Colorado Revised Nonprofit Corporation 
Act; supersede the original Articles oflncorporation and all prior amendments, effective as of the 
filing of these Articles by the Colorado Secretary of State. The Corporation, has no members and 
thus member action was not required. 

The tetf of the Amended and Restated Articles of Incorporation is as follows; 

ARTICLE I 
Corporate Name 

The name of the Corporation as amended is Univ e rs ity license Equity Holdings, Inc. 

ARTICLE II 
Period of Duration 

Hie duration of the Corporation shall be perpetoaL 

ARTICLE IH , 
Principal Office, Registered Office and Registered Agent 

The principal office for the business of the Corporation- shall be located at 4001 
Discovery Drive, Suite 390, Campus Box 591, Boulder, Colorado 80309. The address of the 
registered office of the Corporation is 4001 Discovery Drive, Suite 390; Campus Box 591, 
Boulder, Colorado 80309, and the name of the registered agent at such address is Jeny Donahue. 

ARTICLE IV , 
Mission, Objects and Purposes 

The Corporation is organised and shall be operated exclusively for charitable, scientific 
and educational purposes within the meaning of and pursuant to Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1986 (as amended) (hereinafter the "Code?

No substantial part of the Corporation's activities shall be the carrying on of propaganda 
or otherwise attempting to influence legislation, and the' Corporation shall not participate or 
intervene in (including the publication or distribution of statements) any political campaign on 
behalf of or in opposition to any candidate for public office. 

ARTICLE XI 
. Prirate Foundation States 

Notwithstanding any other provision of these Articles, if at any time or times the 
Corporation is a "private foundation 7 * within the wi«mfrig of Section 509(a) of the Code, then 
during snchtime or times: 

(a) The Corporation shall distribute such amounts for each taxable year at 
such time and in snch rnnrmcx as not to subject the Corporation to tax under Section 4942 
of the Code; * 

(b) The Corporation shall not engage in any act of self-dealing, as defined in 
Section 4941(d) of the Code; 

(c) . The Corporation shall not r e tain any excess business holdings, as defined 
in Section 4943(c) of the Code; ' 

(d) The Corporation shall not make any investments that would subject the 
Corporation to taxation under Section 4944 of the Code; and 

(e) The Corporation shall not make any taxable expenditures as defined in 
Section 4945(d) of the Code, 

The private property of the officers and dire c tor s of the Corporation flfaH not be subject 
to payment of corporate debts to any extent whatever. 

ARTICLE XII 
Nondiscriminatory Policy 

The Corporation shall make its services, facilities, and programs available to all persons 
regardless of race, color, creed, national origin, sex, sexual orientation or handicap, and the 
Corporation shall not in any way discriminate against any person on the basis of race, color 
creed, national origin, sex, sexual orientation or handicap.

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ARTICLE Xm 
Dissolution 

Upon any liquidation, dissolution, or winding up of the Corporation, the Board of 
Directors shall, after paying or adequately providing for the payment of all the obligations and 
liabilities of the Corporation, dispose of all the assets owned by the Corporation by transferring 
such assets, in kind to the Regents of the University of Colorado, a body corporate, or its 
successor, if said University or its successor shall then qualify under Section 501(c)(3) of the 
Code, and if said University or its successor shall not so qualify, then to other organizations) 
which then qualify under Section 501(c)(3) of the Code in the field of health care, as the Board 
of Directors shall determine. Any of such assets not so disposed of shaH be disposed of by the 
District Court of the county in which fee principal office of the Corporation is then located, 
exclusively for such exempt purposes or to such organization or organizations which are 
organized and operated exclusively &r snch exempt purposes, as such. Court fl ft ftl l determine. 

ARTICLE XIV 
liabiKtY of Directors 

No (Erector shall be personally liable to the Corporation for monetary damages fbr airy 
breach of fiduciary duty as a director, except that no director's liability to the Corporation for 
monetary damages shall be eliminated or limited on account of any of the following: (5) any 
breach of the director's duty of loyalty, to the Corporation; (H) any acto or omissions of the 
director nor in 'good faith or that involve hvt+rri rmal misconduct ox a knowing violation of law 
<P$ director's assent to or participation in the making of a loan by the Corporation to any 
director or officer of the Corporation; Qy) the (Erector's assent to a distribution made in violation 
of C JLS, Section 7-133-101 (as k may be amended from time to time) or these Articles and (v) 
any transaction in which the director directly or indirectly received improper personal benefit 
Nothing herein will be construed to deprive. any director of die right to all defense ordinarily 
available to a director nor will anything herein ht construed to deprive any director of any right 
for contribution from any other director or other person* 

Any repeal or modification of this Article shall be prospective only and shall not 
adversely affect any right or protection of a director of the Corporation existing at the time of 
such repeal or modification. 

ARTICLE XV 
Indemnification 

The Corporation may indemnify its directors, officers, employees and agents as permitted 
by law and the Bylaws of the Corporation. 

ARTICLE XVI 
Amendments to Articles of Incorporation 

Any amendments to these Articles may be proposed by any member of the Board of 
Directors, except that no amendment shall be made which would change the nature of the 
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activities to be earned on which would not be permitted by an organization exempt from federal 
income taxation under Section 501(c)(3) of the Code, The amendment shall be approved by an 
affirmative vote of two-thirds of the Directors then in office.
